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One man’s journey, a generation’s tale 



A little more than 70 years 
ago, Tadek (Ted) Majkut 
was a young man of 23 
living through the invasion of his 
native Poland by Adolph Hider's 
Nazi troops. 

It was the first week of Sep¬ 
tember 1939, when German 
tanks rolled onto Polish soil. It 
would mark the beginning of the 
Second World War. 

In February 1939, Tadek had 
joined the Polish Regular Army 
in the artillery division. Days 
before the Nazis invaded on that 
fateful September day, he and 
his regiment were sent to 
Gdansk to try to hold back the 
Germans. 


“We were near Gdansk,” the 
93-year-old Tadek recalls in his 
room at Rapelje Lodge. "We were 
on horses and the Germans 


chased us to Warsaw.” 

But that’s as far as he and his 
traveling companions would get 
in their south-east journey. 

“In Warsaw, the Nazis took us 
as prisoners.” 

In the German prison camp, 
Tadek found his brother, Edward 
who was also in the Polish army, 
and a friend. After about a 
month in the camp, the trio 
hatched a plan for freedom. 

“We escaped and headed for 

Freedom, however, would be 
short-lived. The Russians had 
invaded Poland from the east. 
Before the three traveling com¬ 
panions could get home, they 
were caught by Russian troops. 

I remember stories my Polish 
parents would tell us about the 
occupation of their homeland 
during the Second World War. As 
horrible as the Nazis were, many 
Poles would actually flee from 
Eastern Poland to Nazi-occupied 
areas further west because they 
feared the Russians more.

Volunteers needed to help poppy campaign flourish

PORT COLBORNE — The money goes a 
long way in the community. 

The $20,000 to $30,000 that Royal Cana¬ 
dian Legion Branch 56 raises every fall 
through its poppy campaign is used to 
make a difference in the lives of local veter¬ 
ans and widows of veterans. 

In past years, legion president Brent Bor¬ 
land said the money was been used for 
adding wheelchair ramps to the homes of 
veterans, renting mobility equipment 
— anything needed that isn’t funded by 
Veterans Affairs or through other programs 
for seniors. They’ve even fixed fences, and 
furnaces and re-roofed the homes of veter¬ 
ans who couldn’t afford to get the work 
done themselves. 

Once again, the legion’s members are 
bringing the little red plastic flowers back

to the community, in the hope of raising 
the funds they need to allow them to con¬ 
tinue their work. 

That work, Borland added, is “one of the 
main roles of the legion. The first role is to 
support veterans and their widows, and the 
second role is to ... educate people about 
what people have done for their freedom 
today.” 

The legion’s poppy campaign chair Jessie 
Thompson ordered 20,000 poppies to add 
to the 20,000 the Legion already has in 
stock, and she expects to give them all 
away with the help of “quite a few” of the 
legion members. 

But they need more. 

One challenge the legion is facing is a 
lack of people canvassing the community, 
Borland said. 

“We don’t get as many people as we 
would like because a lot of our veterans are 
getting a little older,” he said. 


“But we do get a lot of community sup- 

He said many local businesses have 
agreed to allow the Legion to place boxes of 
poppies on their counter, and allow people 
to leave a donation in exchange for the 
little red plastic flowers. 

While the veterans are “getting too old” 
to walk through the community, Thomp¬ 
son said younger members just don’t have 
the time to spend selling poppies. 

And she said the Legion could use all the 
help it can get. 

Thompson has already contacted local 
schools, since students can earn commu¬ 
nity service hours by helping out with the 
poppy campaign, but so far, she said there 
have been few people taking the Legion up 
on the offer.

Council spends money to make money for sports complex

PORT COLBORNE — Council decided to 
leave fundraising to the professionals 
during its last meeting, when it hired Per¬ 
formance Sponsorship Group to find 
another $3 million for the new sports com- 

The company will charge the city $35,000 
for Phase 1 of its contract, which deals with 
asset audit valuations, packaging and pros¬ 
pecting. 

Performance Sponsorship Group will 
charge another $45,000 for sales marketing 
over a six-month period — $7,500 per 


month — plus $5,500 for expenses. 

The group will work on a commission of 
20%, but upon reaching 50% of the spon¬ 
sorship target, Performance Sponsorship 
Group has agreed to donate the full $85,500 
fee back to the project. 

Ward 3 Coun. Gary Bruno said the 20% 
commission might seem like a lot of 
money, but it was the best proposal of the 
three request for proposals reviewed by 
council’s funding/ revenue subcommittee. 

“On balance, this was the best proposal,” 
Bruno, who is chair of the subcommittee, 
said. His comments followed council’s 
decision to hire the company. 

“Our goal is to fundraise $3 million and if 


we get the $3 million, we 11 be happy. 

Bruno said there is “a lot of competition 
for dollars” when it comes to trying to raise 
money in the community. 

“This company brings a lot of expertise 
to the table,” he said. 

The group will try to find corporate 
sponsors willing to put up money for 
“naming rights" or the exclusive right to 
sell their product in the completed build¬ 
ing. 

They will also be looking for companies 
that are in a position to make cash or in- 
kind donations. Individual donations given 
to the project by residents will not be part 
of the $3 million that Performance Spon¬ 


sorship Group has agreed to raise. 

“We think the $3 million is achievable," 
Bruno said. 

Council recently learned the estimated 
cost of building the health and wellness 
centre/ sports complex has risen from 
between $21-$24 million to almost $35 mil¬ 
lion. 

The city is currently in the process of 
trying to appeal to upper levels of govern¬ 
ment for another $6 million in grants. 
Council has committed $3 million in hydro 
lease revenues to leverage that money. 

Port Colbome has already received $17 
million in grants to build the sport com-

Flu vaccination vital in 
a world that won’t stop 


I f there is something positive to be extracted from the 
tragic deaths of Ontario children who have died of the 
H1N1 flu recently, perhaps it is to bring some clarity to 
the vaccination debate. 

In what can only be described as a communications 
disaster, Canadians everywhere have received or perceived 
mixed messages about the flu vaccinations and have been 
unsure of what to do. 

Finally, the utter confusion about the safety, effective¬ 
ness and availability of vaccines looks to be giving way to 
long lineups for it instead. 

It’s a hopeful sign, but the debate and the confusion, 
unfortunately, will no doubt continue in a wired world 
where everyone is increasingly an “expert.” 

The fact is, however, vaccinations have saved millions of 
lives and controlled infectious diseases for centuries. The 
risks are tiny, especially compared to the vast benefits. 

Most real experts highly recommend them, saying there 
is no reason to challenge the safety or the need for the 
H1N1 vaccine. 

Many people will still die, unfortunately, from H1N1. 
But the bigger problem may be this particular strain of 
flu’s aggressive nature and unpredictability. 

That’s why pandemic has become such a big part of the 
lexicon recently. 

You may contract H1N1, get sick, recover and return to 
normal without ever knowing you have it — but then 
again, you may become very sick. 

In either event, you will do your admittedly unwilling 
part to spread the disease at home, at work, at school or in 
the local coffee shop. 

Our families, our communities, our country can ill 
afford to have more than a third of the population sick in 
bed. That’s why, despite the long lines, we should immu¬ 
nize ourselves when and where we can. 

We can’t completely change our lifestyles, or realistically 
cancel hockey games or Halloween, shut the windows and 
lock the doors or even close the schools. 

We can’t simply turn into hermits to avoid a pandemic 
that might reach us anyway. 

And we can’t simply stick our heads in the sand and pre¬ 
tend it will go away. 

But we can take the advice of our family doctors, whom 
we trust in most other medical matters.

PORT COLBORNE - Ward 2 Coun. Frank 
DiBartolomeo is losing patience in his bid to 
get information at city hall. 

“I don't understand why it is so difficult 
to receive information from staff,” DiBar¬ 
tolomeo said at the Oct. 26 meeting, after 
waiting two weeks for a copy of the hydro 
agreement the city currently holds with 
Canadian Niagara Power. "Does one need to 
file a Freedom of Information (request)?” 
DiBartolomeo asked during the Councillors 
Concerns portion of the meeting. “I cer¬ 
tainly hope not, especially as a councillor.” 

City manager Bob Heil said there is 
"absolutely no reason for the delay” in get¬ 
ting the information. “There is no intent to 
withhold any information for any reason." 

Clerk Janet Beckett said the request is on 
her radar screen. 

“I'm not sure what you are looking for," 
Beckett said, adding that the information 
DiBartolomeo is seeking could come from 
different sources. “It’s a search mission and 
we will have to pull it together," she said. 

“I realize it may take some time," DiBar¬ 
tolomeo conceded. “It's been two weeks."

Thousands of Canadians are immortalized on war memorials across Europe, 
particularly in France.

Duty honours the taking oftheDrocourt-Quearrtrailwayjunctionandlhe breach¬ 
ing of the Hindenburg Line on September 2,1918 during the second battle of 
Arras. Gueudecourt commemorates Newfoundland 
forces at the battle of the Somme on October 
12,1916. Le Quesnel commemorates the attack on 
August % 1918 by the 100,000-strong Canadian 
Corps, forcing the Gentian army to retreat for a dis¬ 
tance of eight miles. Masnieres pays homage to the 
participation of Newfoundland forces at the 
Battle of Cambrai on November 20,1917.

‘They took our whole town prisoner and 
: were sent to Siberia,” Tadek says.

Tadek, his brother and their Mend were 
marched by the Russian troops and put on 
the end of a long line of hundreds of Polish 
soldiers. Initially, the three of them thought 
they were all being marched back home. 
That notion changed quickly as they 
passed the home of one Polish soldier — as 
he moved toward his home, the Russian 
guards forbade him from going to his 
family or talking to them. 

As they continued their march, the 
Majkut brothers and their friend realized to 
their horror just how ruthless their captors 
were. The Russian guards plunged their 
bayonets into Polish soldiers who were 
wounded, sick or simply could not walk 
any further. Those poor souls were left in 
the ditches at the side of the road. 

Tadek, Edward and their friend eventu¬ 
ally managed to escape from the march on 
the premise of having to go into the woods 
to relieve themselves. With hundreds of 
soldiers to keep an eye on, the Russian 
guards were vulnerable to escapees. 

The three of them took four weeks to get 
back to their home in Granatow, Wotyn. 
They walked only at night in the dark. They 
sustained themselves by begging from 
farmers, eating raw potatoes or whatever 
they could find. 

About a month after getting home, the 
Russians came — again. 


we were sent to_ _. 

Siberia was sheer cold hell. After a 
month-long journey in closed railroad cars, 
more than 50 families were forced to share 
each of the large wooden buildings in the 
internment camps. The buildings had no 
floors so a family’s bed was actually a piece 
of ground. They would dig into it and fill it 
with straw. 

Men and women, old and young, were 
forced to work in the surrounding forest, 
wearing rags on their feet and bodies, from 
morning until night in -60-degree C 
weather. 

After surviving Siberia for two-and-a-half 
years, Tadek and all the other Poles there 
were told the Russians had changed sides. 
They were no longer aligned with the Ger¬ 
mans, but rather, the Allies. The young 
Polish soldiers like Tadek were told their 
families would be released and sent to 
South Africa if they went back into the 
Polish army. 

After a 1,600-km journey of incredible 
hardship, Tadek and other young soldiers 
managed to arrive at the destination that 
would put them back into the Polish Army, 
Palestine. They had survived. Others in his 
family would not be so fortunate. During 
the course of the war, Tadek’s mother, 
father and sister-in-law died of starvation, 
as did a four-year-old niece. Two other 
brothers, Josef and Waladek, joined the 


army attached to the Russian forces. Both 
were later killed in action. 

Tadek spent the rest of the war in Pales¬ 
tine, Persia, Egypt, Iraq, Iran and Italy, 
fighting at the famed Battle of Monte 
Cassino. He was in Italy when the war 
ended. 

He later settled in England. In May, 1947, 
Tadek met Daisy Kirkwood. They married 
the following March and left for Canada in 
early 1951, arriving in late January. The rest, 
as they say, is history. 

I first met Tadek in the 1990s and then 
we lost touch with one another for a 
number of years before reconnecting 
recendy. Life sometimes gets in the way. 

Back then, as we talked, I was amazed at 


almost as if, at times, they were walking 
side by side. 

They weren’t, of course. Thousands of 
young Polish soldiers followed a similar 
path to that of Tadek’s and my father’s. 

My father and my mother were both 
Polish and they reconnected in England 
after the war. They would have a daughter 
born to them, before following a similar 
path to Tadek’s and Daisy’s, getting on a 
ship, leaving everything behind, and travel¬ 
ling to a foreign land. Only instead of 
coming to Niagara as Tadek and Daisy did 
to stay with brother Edward and his wife 
Helena and their two children on their

farm in Port Colborne, 
my parents stayed in 
Toronto, where they 

had Mends. 

The human spirit is, indeed, an incredi¬ 
ble thing. 

There is an old saying that has always 
been constandy right there in my brain— 
whatever doesn’t kill you makes you stron¬ 
ger. People like Tadek Majkut, his brother 
Edward, my mother Stefania and my father 
Kazimierz are — or were — living proof. 

These days, Tadek and I are able to con¬ 
verse in Polish and recall all that we con¬ 
sider important from days gone by. I am 
cherishing those moments. He is a very 
special man, class and dignity personified. 
Just like my dad. 

Lest we forget, indeed.
